American Activities an emissary in 
the service had been sent to him 
to suggest that “he hold his irre- 
sponsible tongue in the interest of 
preserving the dignity of the army. 
When this failed the War Depart- 
ment considered disciplinary meas- 
ures, but was dissuaded from act- 
ing by President Roosevelt him- 
self. The attitude of the army to- 
ward the whole affair has been re- 
assuring.”

French Catholics 
Say Vienna Is Bitter 
To Regime of Nazis 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency : 
PARIS—Seventy per cent of Vi- 


enna’s 1,900,000 residents would 
prefer any government to the Nazi 
regime, La Croix, French Catholic 
organ, reported. 

An article entitled, “In Con- 
quered Vienna,” said in _ part: 
“First of all the cost of living is 
keenly resented. The living index 
is double what it is in France. In 
private homes there is shortage of 
everything. Inhabitants of Vienna 
receive 10 grams (less than one- 
half ounce) of butter a day. The 
butcher shops have no meat. When 
women formed a line before a 
butcher shop, they were taken off 
in a police wagon and fined two 
marks each for having lowered the 
prestige of the country and helped 
enemy propaganda. 

“Material discontent is only one 
aspect of latent revolt. The Vi- 
enese, who are shrewder than the 
Germans, are bored with the bug- 
bear of war. There are revolting 
cases of injustice. Former army 
officers, knights of the Order of 
Maria Theresa, are dying of hun- 
ger, while many a young Nazi 
becomes the owner of two or three 
factories taken from the Jews. 

“Sometimes pent-up anger is 
given free rein, though no one 
wants to go to the concentration 
camp at Dachau. But there has 
been fighting in the streets, and 
for about two weeks German army 
officers have had orders not to go 
out in uniform.”

Refusees Crowd 
Black Sea Ports

BUC1.::REST—Headed for an 
unknown destination, the steamer 
Mamara sailed from the Black Sea 
port of Mangalia with 500 Jewish 
refugees from Germany on board. 
The ship, flying the Panamanian 
flag, was believed aiming to dis- 
embark the passengers somewhere 
on the African coast or in Pales- 
tine. 

Meanwhile, the Greek steamer 
Aghios Nicolaos was prevented at 
the last minute from leaving the 
Black Sea port of Balcio with 552 
refugees, including 152 Jews who 
were said to have escaped from the 
Dachau concentration camp and 
had been waiting at Constanza for 
three months for a chance to leave 
this country. All were sent back to 
Constanza. 

An estimated 1,300 refugees 
were said to be packed on three 
river boats between the ports of 
Tulcea and Sulina, awaiting per- 
mission to continue the trip down 
the Danube to the Black Sea. Most 
of the refugees were believed 
destined for Shanghai. 





Panama Admits 68

bution Committee announced that 
a temporary haven had been found 
for the 68 refugees on the British 
steamship Orduna, who, like the 
St. Louis passengers had _ been 
barred from Cuba. These refugees, 
who have since been transferred to 
the steamship Orbita, were ad- 
mitted to Panama, 45 to be main- 
tained for the next three months 
on their own funds and the remain- 
ing 23 on guarantees by the J. D. C.

Message From F.D.R. 
Opens Reform Rabbis’ 
Annual Convention 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
WASHINGTON — The Central 


Conference of American Rabbis, 
opening its fiftieth anniversary 
convention, applauded a message 
from President Roosevelt reaffirm- 
ing America’s faith in “complete 
liberty of conscience” and heard a 
proposal of its president, Rabbi 
Max C. Currick, for a Jewish re- 
ligious front in America. Some 400 
Reform rabbis gathered at the Ho- 
tel Mayflower for the first of the 
sessions, which will last five days. 


President Roosevelt’s message 
follows: “I have learned with in- 
terest that the general theme of 
the Central Conference of Ameri- 
can Rabbis to be held in Washing- 
ton next month will be Judaism 
and democracy with emphasis on 
the need of religious motivation in 
democracy for America and the 
world. In the conflict of principles 
which rends many sections of the 
world today, the United States 
stands ready at all times to renew 
its faith in the principle of com- 
plete liberty of conscience. This 
principle is embodied in our Con- 
stitution and has been ingrained in 
our every being from our begin- 
nings as a nation. We as Ameri- 
cans could tolerate no way of life 
which attempted to curtail liberty 
of thought, of conscience, of the 
press or complete freedom in edu- 
cation. 

“In a message to the Congress 
last January, I took occasion to 
declare that: ‘Where freedom of 
religion has been attacked, the at- 
tack has come from sources op- 
posed to democracy. Where democ- 
racy has been overthrown, the 
spirit of free worship has disap- 
peared. And where religion and 
democracy have vanished, good 
faith and reason in international 
affairs have given way to strident 
ambition and brute force.’ In ex- 
tending hearty greetings to your 
conference I desire also to express 
the hope that its deliberations will 
be fruitful of wise counsel and con- 
structive action in the defense of 
the heritage of democracy on which 
all of our happiness rests.” 

In his presidential message, Rab- 
bi Currick recommended that a 
special committee be appointed to 
report to the October meeting of 
the executive board on the possi- 
bility of forming a Jewish religious 
front. The General Jewish Coun- 
cil, he said, is not completely rep- 
resentative of Jewish life. “The 
Synagogue in its three branches, 
comprising the largest group of 
Jews in the land and, the charac- 
teristic groups, because they are 
united for religious purposes, still 
is not representated in the council,” 
he declared. 

Other proposals in Rabbi Cur- 
rick’s address, indicating probable 
action by the convention, were: 

(1) Sending messages to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and members of the 
Congress, urging continued investi- 
gation of subversive movements in 
this country; 

(2) A protest to the British Gov- 
ernment, through the State De- 
partment, against “the faithless 
solution of the Palestine problem” 
and a plea that Britain “shall fin- 
ally not renounce its word plighted 
not only to the Jewish people, but 
also to others nations”; 

(3) A message of appreciation to 
President Roosevelt for “his 
statesmanly vision and clarity of 
utterance in defense of human 
freedom, equality and democracy 
everywhere”; 

(4) An appropriation for the

Miss C. Razovsky Is 
Powerless; Brother of

The Flandre cleared 
the harbor after efforts by Jewish 
leaders to obtain a two-hour delay 
pending attempts to raise funds to 
make possible the refugees’ landing

Among the refugees on 
the Flandre was Fritz Feuchtwan- 
ger, a brother of Lion Feuchtwan- 
ger, the famous writer, with his 
wife and two daughters. 


The Cuban government had re- 
jected a proffered guarantee of 
more than $500,000 for the approxi- 
mately 1,100 refugees aboard the 
steamers St. Louis, Flandre and 
Orduna, and permitted only six of 
the Flandre’s 102 passengers to 
land when the ship arrived in port.

Ehe Editor’s Chair: 

Did you ever stop to think how 
intolerant we Jews are? I first 
was struck by this thought when, 
Sunday night, one of the men 
whom I think has been so unjustly 
maligned, in talking about another 
Jewish leader, said, “There’s the 
biggest anti-Semite in the United 
States.” I laughed more than any- 
thing else and just passed off the 
remark. A few days later I ran 
into the person in question, and he 
started right off by saying, “I saw 
you talking to — the other 
night; he’s the community’s worst 
enemy.” 

Did you ever listen to a Zionist 
~characterize a non-Zionist, much 
less an anti-Zionist? Did you ever 
hear an Orthodox Jew rail against 
a Reformed Jew? Or a Reform 
Jew ridicule an Orthodox Jew? Or 
a member of this shul berate that 
shul? Or a poor Jew talk about a 
rich Jew? Or a conservative Jew 
classify a liberal Jew? 

We Jews form a world of our 
own—and what a world! Toler- 
ance is so important to us, yet we 
practice intolerance as if it were 
life itself. Negroes, like Jews, are 
a downtrodden minority, yet Jews 
offer the same unreasonable preju- 
dice against them as do too many 
Gentiles. How a Jew can inflict 
injustice on a member of another 
minority is really hard to visualize, 
yet in so many cases Jews actually 
step on and vindictively punish Ne- 
groes, as if they get a certain joy 
in making others suffer. 

Don’t get me wrong. Everybody 
is full of prejudices and intoler- 
4 ance. And Jews are part of that 
® “everybody.” The only thing is, 
that Jews should know better. They 
should be the kindest, most forgiv- 
ing, most just people in the world. 
And some of them are. The trouble 
is to find them.

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Will The Prophetic Utterances Be Cut Off? 


eetins in Washington, D. C., is the Central 

Conference of American Rabbis, the most im- 
portant body of rabbis since the days of Sanhe- 
dron. Rabbinical associations of Western Europe, 
the rabbinical group called together by Napoleon, 
these and all others since the days of the famous 
Sanhedron, pale in significance to the C. C. A. R. 

The C. C. A. R.’s short history has been studded 
with prophetical resolutions and decisions. As 
liberal a group as has ever been convoked, the 
utterances of the body have also been marked 
by extreme courage and fortitude. Unhesitat- 
ingly, the C. A. R. R. has espoused causes which 
at the time because of their seeming radical 
tendency, were considered outside the perlieu of a 
rabbinical discussion. 

To the C. C. A. R. must: go the cerdit for the 
sustaining background of many of our reform 
rabbis. Without the underlying strength and en- 
couragement of this body, many of our most re- 
sourceful rabbis would have hesitated to have 
made the utterances in behalf of social advance- 
ment they have made in the past few years. 

Addressing the body at its 1988 meeting in 
Atlantic City, Rabbi Maurice N. Eisendrath of 


Toronto, deplored the fact that rabbinical leaders 
“who cling tenaciously to these ideals of social 
justice are mocked and rebuked by those whose 
only intimation that they are Jewish springs from 
their agonizing cowardly terror of the anti- 
Semite.” At the same meeting, Rabbi James G. 
Heller, of Cincinnati, Ohio, declared that “the 
more ignorant the more Jewishly anemic a gener- 
ation becomes, the more valiantly must the inde- 
pendence and the sacred obligations of the rabbi 
be preserved not for his but for Jewry’s sake.” 

Strong words these. But true. Already a grow- 
ing cautiousness among the lay readers whose 
spiritual leaders these rabbis are, is demanding 
less forthright declarations and more diplomacy. 
Judging by past performances, the prophetic voice 
of the Reform rabbis meeting in convention will 
not be stilled. Evidence of this is seen in the ap- 
pointment last year of a committee of five rabbis 
to investigate cases in which congregations at- 
tempt to oust rabbis because of their “courageous 
espousel of ethical or religious principles.” 

There we have it. Courageous rabbis and phleg- 
matic lay people. So it always has been. Ameri- 
can and world Jewry are fortunate in the caliber 
to its present-day spiritual leadership. 


There Must Be An Understanding 


HERE must be an understanding in American 

Jewish life that what the anti-Semite says or 
does must not rule what the Jew says or does. 
Too often the criterion of a move or statement is 
judged not by its merit but by what others will 
think. This is the way to intellectual suicide. 

In criticising Rabbi Morris Lazaron for his let- 
ter to the New York Times, Rabbi Abraham Feld- 
man, editor of The Jewish Ledger, of Hartford, 
Conn., points out (see Current Comment on this 
page) that the letter was made use of by Father 
Coughlin in his Sunday radio address. That Fath-

Abraham Cohen Writes a Letter To The Phila- 
delphia Record.—I am an American of the Jewish 
faith. My name is Abraham Cohen, which is as 
American as Murphy, Salvatore, Brzezowski or 
Schmaltz. 

I am opposed to Communism and Fascism. 

I have as much legal and moral right to live 
here, and to enter upon and advance in a trade, 
business or profession as any of the Catholic, 
Protestant or Mohammedan faith—as much right 
as any American whose parents or grandparents 
were born in Ireland, England, Poland, France, 
Germany or Italy. (More than the last two pos- 
sibly, as so many of them pledge first allegiance 
to Hitler or Mussolini instead of to America— 
whereas I have but one possible allegiance). 

If any other Jew becomes a swindler, thug or 
Communist, it is no special concern of mine—ex- 
cept that, as an American, I do not like to see any 
other American do these things. 

I do not feel personally responsible for the in- 
dividual acts of any other persons of my faith— 
any more than do the Irish in America for Jimmy 
Hines, the Italians for Capone, Musica or Petrillo; 
the Germans for Hauptmann. 

I intend to go along exercising the rights, priv- 
ileges and responsibilities of an American. I do 
not have to ask anybody’s permission, nor must 
I apologize for anything. And if anyone tries to 
stop me, Ill fight him!

Rabbi Abraham Feldman, Editor of The Jewish 
Ledger of Hartford, Conn., Answers a Letter 
Written to The New. York Times by His Colleague, 
Rabbi Morris Lazaron.—Two weeks ago a rabbi 
in Baltimore took upon himself to publish a letter 
in the New York Times and in other newspapers, 
in which he urged the Jews to accept the British 
White Paper and proceeded to lecture. the Zionists 
subject of nationalism, secularism and 
universalism. 

We have received many requests to comment 
on that editorial because it created a great deal 
of resentment in the Jewish community and—we 
are told—hes been used by the anti-Semite at 
Royal Oak in one of his radio addresses (we did 
not hear it) to the disadvantage of our people

on the 


er Coughlin or any other anti-Semite used the 
letter should not militate against it. That Father 
Coughlin or any other anti-Semite quoted from 
a speech by this Jewish leader, or denounced the 
action of that Jewish group, should be no criterion 
whatsoever. 

There must be an understanding in the Ameri- 
can Jewish community that whatever anti-Semites 
choose to pick from what Jewish people have 
done or said should have no bearing upon the va- 
lidity and worth of the thing done or said. This 
is a clear principle and should not be difficult to 
follow. Then let it be understood. 


Comment 


We prefer not to comment upon that letter 
largely because it was done in such poor taste, 
at such an inopportune time, and was so gra- 
tuitous as to be unworthy of a man of such fine 
instincts as we know the writer of that letter 
normally to be. We believe that the kindest thing 
we could do for the gentleman from Baltimore 
is to ignore the letter. From the point of view of 
Jewish interest and welfare, it might not be amiss 
to treat it with silence. It was a foolish, un- 
gracious, tactless performance. However, not all 
of his arguments will make any difference in the 
position which Jewish life generally will take and 
has taken in the matter of the White Paper or in 
the exertion it has put forward to continue to 
build Palestine and to establish it ultimately as 
the homeland. 

If the letter indicates anything at all, it does 
only the fact that we Zionists have been remiss in 
our educational campaign and that through va- 
rious circumstances have failed to reach and 
to hoid many of our own. It seems to us that the 
years ahead should be dedicated to an educational 
and intensive propaganda within Jewish life.

The Jewish Press of Omaha Says Zionist Lead- 
ers Have Learned British Politics Too Well— 
Palestine may apparently seethe with its indig- 
nation. Demonstrations may occur in the streets 
of Tel Aviv and Jerusalem.

But neither will they go the limit in re- 
sistance. The Zionist ideal will not be manifestly 
compromised, but Britain knows that the Jews are 
not in a position to exercise the deciding influence 
in their fate. 

The White Paper issued last week is a value- 
less as the Balfour Declaration. It is wrong and 
the government knows it is wrong. The final word 
on Palestine remains to be said.
